BELYING ON FEDERAL BAYO-

NETS TO SUSTAIN HIM.

THE REVOLUTION SPREADING
aTjTi OVER THE STATE.

NO DISTURBANCES ANYWHERE.

IS GRANT MAD ?

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE
STATE BEING

New Orleans, Sept. 17 Noon Kel-
logg and his followers remain in the
Custom House. The Governor appears
in good spirits and is quietly awaiting
the expiration of the five days allowed
by tho President, when he expects to
be restored fcy the United States
troops and maiatained by them.

Lieut. Gov. Penn states that they
have despatches showing the quiet in-

stallation of their officers in a large
number of parishes. No opposition
appears to have been made in any
quarter.

Several days may elapse before they
can be placed in route lor mat city.

General McDowtll is
now engaged in gathering up suHi
forces as can be spared from his
department for services in Louisiana
should emergencies require. It is
supposed that about live thousand
troops can be concentrated in Louis-a- na

within a week or ten days,
including those already there and
in tho vicinity. This number is
about oua third of the active
force of the army, which nomi-
nally consists f 18,000 men, but al-

lowance must be made for the vacan-
cies by casualties, expiration of enlist-
ments and privates on detail duty.
Recruiting, however, it in progress to
keep the army to the max.r.mm.

The President to-da- y also ordered
three vessels of war to be sent to New
Orleans. They have not yet Ixvn se-

lected, but may bo in the course of
to-da- y. They will be s itch as can crcs.s
tho bar with safety, aud will be gun-
boats of heavy calibre.

The President sent for Admiral
Reynolds this morning, with whoni he
had a Ion,? conference on tho subject.

A dispatch from Secretary Belknap,
dated Columbus, Ohio, s?aj s that the
officers composing the society of the
Army of the Cumberland heartily en-
dorse the President's action concern-
ing Louisiana.

A New York merchant writes to the
Attorney General that large quantities
of arms and ammunition have been
sold there for organized bodies in the
Southern States.

LOSS HALF A MILLION.

THIRTY LI ES LOST.

Fall River. Sept. 19 Noon The
Granite Mills No. l,iu this place, were
burned this morning just after tne
operatives ha 1 commenced work. It
is said there was a fearful loss of life.

Boston, Sept. 19 Noon Iu re-
sponse (o an oiiVr to send aid to Fall
Fiver by the Superintendent of the
Fall River Railroad, in this city, the
following despatch has been received:

No help is required. The fire is un-
der control. Probably eight or ten
lives are lost, mostly by jumping from
the nf th story.

Nr.w York, Sept 19 Noon A des-
patch from Fall River, timed 10:45 A.
M., says: The fire is principally con
ed to the Granite Mill, which is a total
loss. The property i3 insured for four
hundred thousand dollars. The fire
is still burning, but is under control.
The hands went to work as usual, when
shortly afterwards tho lire burst fotth
with lightning quickness, cutting eff
the lire alarm and tgress from the
building, which contained some seven
hundred men, women and children
Many perished in the flames; others
jumped from the upper windows and
were kihed in striking. The crie s of
tho women and children were heart-
rending. It is impossible to get the
number of killed.

Fall River, Sept. 19 Night. Loss
half million. The operatives in the
spooling room on the fifth story were
panicked. Thirty personswere killed.
Tho injured and dying are as mauy
more.

W7hen his report is received I will give
you a more definite answer, or have
the Attorney-Gener- al to do bo. I will
state, however, that it is gratifying to
know that the State authorites of
Tennessee arc disposed to suppress
and punish a class of lawless acts so
dangerous to life, and so opposed
to every political, financial, and moral
interest of the State. But the
Constitution makes it my duty to en-
force tho acts of Congress, and Con-
gress has passed laws giving the Uni-
ted States jurisdiction in such cases
as are referred to in your dispatch.
No special order has been given to the
Federal officials in Tennessee, further
than the circular of September 3d, of
the Attorney-Genera- l, which is gener-
al in its nature and continues instruct-
ion to all Marshals and District Attor-
neys, wherever violation of such acts
may occur.
